exasperation with Selma Wassermann’s article 
[April 1972 issue]. I wonder how long romanticism 
and guru worship are going to continue to dominate 
our educational attitudes. I, too, came hopefully and 
anxiously to gain inspiration from a source. I found 
instead that I was looking for answers from a very 
human woman who wrote an inspiring book in 
beautiful language, but was unable to “touch the 
true voice of feeling” of her charges. 

Sylvia’s observations of American children—their 
supposed lack of curiosity, decline of native imagery, 
emotional sterility—are plain and simply untrue. 
Those of us who spent the year teaching with her 
were appalled at the myopic manner in which she 
attempted to force our children to conform to her 
teaching scheme. Because of this these children re- 
vealed little of their true selves to her. 

I agree with Ms. Wassermann that our profes- 
sional task is to “touch the true voice of feeling.” 
The only way we will be able to do this is to listen 
most carefully to those small human beings who are 
daily revealing intimate feelings to us. The expres- 
sion is there. Our task is to facilitate without getting 
in the way.
